Because I am mindful that your long experience in guiding the 
German intelligence effort throughout the period of the Cold War 
is unique in the Free World and because I would welcome an op- 
portunity to talk personally with you regarding certain aspects 
of our work* I have fconsidersd making a short visit to Europe and 
particularly to Germany. Unfortunately* two circuxastances beyond 
ny control — the pressures of the war in Vietnam end ny present 
lack of an experienced Deputy — dictate that I not abeant syself 
frosa Washington in the iraiediAte future* Still* however, I feel 
that It has been too long since we have discussed our many mutual 
Interests# ,As a ootnsoqxwnoe* I would Ilka to suggest the pos- 
sibility that you visit us here in Washington in the near future* 
possibly in Bovetober which, from ny point of view* would be a 
favorable tin©# 

As you know, c J7 is planning to visit Germany in 

October and he is very mdh looking forward to ©eating you* He 
will be. eocoopeaied by : C ^7 * who is heading up our 

recently, constituted European Division. I coemasnd both of fleers 
to you# 

In closing, 1 earnestly hope that you will find it possible to 
arrange far a Hovember visit. Because of the long and close as- 
sociation of our organizations, I believe that they have an 

ability thus a special obligation to contribute to 
the textual nnd er B forvH ng and cooperation of our Oorvsrnaonte and 
our countries#
